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Talks will examine town centre business proposal 


A MEETING is due to take place 
next month which could determine 
a way forward in Oswestry becom¬ 
ing a Business Improvement District 
(BID). 

The idea would mean a slight in¬ 
crease in rates paid by each business 
but the money raised could then 
bring in matched funding for projects 
to improve the town centre and bring 


in more visitors. At Monday night’s 
meeting of Oswestry Town Council’s 
finance and general purposes com¬ 
mittee, councillors were told that fol¬ 
lowing the April 25 meeting, formal 
feedback would be made to Oswestry 
Chamber of Commerce and the coun¬ 
cil to enable discussion and to deter¬ 
mine a way forward. 

Town Clerk David Preston told 


councillors there was commitment 
from Shropshire Council for the event 
to go ahead on April 25 and said he 
needed to confirm Oswestry Chamber 
of Commerce was still happy for it to 
take place following the resignation 
of the group’s chairman Jools Payne 
on Friday. 

Last year councillors were told 
Oswestry town centre could benefit 


from £900,000 of funding if it became 
a BID town. 

There are 200 BID towns and cit¬ 
ies across the UK, including Shrews¬ 
bury. 

Shrewsbury’s BID has already 
brought in a series of initiatives. 

More than three quarters of busi¬ 
nesses voted ‘y es ’ f° r the BID and as 
a result £1.6 million will be invested 


to improve the town’s commercial 
environment for more than 500 busi¬ 
nesses. 

At Monday night’s meeting, Coun¬ 
cillor Chris Schofield paid tribute to 
Mrs Payne following her resignation. 

He said: “I’d like to thank Jools for 
all the hard work she’s done in the 
chamber.”

NEW SHOP PUNS 
BRING JOBS HOPE

WELSHPOOL looks set to 
enjoy a business boost with 
high street giants setting their 
sights on opening up shops 
and creating jobs. 

The town is currently enjoying a 
wave of interest from a host of big 
names including baking chain Greggs 
who are looking to open up in Welsh¬ 
pool while Aldi has confirmed it has 
plans to set up shop and Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council has approved plans for a 
new B&M store, next to Tesco. 

Deputy Mayor Steve Kaye, also chair of 
Welshpool Business Forum, 
said: “It’s good news for the 
town. Big names will bring more 
people here, as well as keeping 
people in the town because a lot 
of Welshpool’s population go to 
Oswestry for their shopping. 
These plans are certainly en¬ 
couraging.” 

This week Greggs confirmed 
their interest in the town, after 
advertising a shop manager po¬ 
sition for Welshpool, as well as two team mem¬ 
ber vacancies. 

Last month it was announced up to 70 new 
jobs could be created as plans for a B&M store 
in Welshpool were approved by planning bosses. 

Aldi last week announced it was preparing a 
proposal for a new food store in Welshpool on 
M ill Lane, adjacent to the Smithfield Bell pub, 
which could create 40 jobs. 

Councillor Kaye said: “This is an exciting 
time for Welshpool. We’ve been through a re¬ 
cession but investment has been on the up. 
Things aren’t going to be perfect and cuts are 
still coming but things are certainly on the up 
for Welshpool. 

“The town council has done a lot too, espe¬ 
cially in the last few years in terms of taking on 
services, then of course we have the super school 
on the way, and now the prospect of jobs if these 
big names are coming to town. Welshpool is in 
the right place, at the right time, doing the right 
thing. You’ve just got to build on the positives 
and nip the negatives in the bud.”

Woman denies 
conning farmer 
out Of £300,000 

A WOMAN accused of playing a part in 
conning an Oswestry farmer out of his 
£300,000 inheritance told police she had 
nothing to do with the offence, a court 
heard. 

Vicky Shearer said she did not assist 
in the draining of funds from George 
Davies’s account. Mr Davies was per¬ 
suaded to transfer the cash to an interna¬ 
tional bank account via two payments in 
2008 and 2009 by a cold-caller. 

Michael Smith, Shearer’s former part¬ 
ner, has already admitted his part in the 
scam and may have used a false name to 
entice Mr Davies to part with the cash. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court heard this 
week Mr Davies was targeted by phone 
and email over a lengthy period of time by 
a man who gave his name as Nick Lowe. 

Shearer, 35, of Linwood Close in Cam¬ 
berwell, London, and Karl Quinlan, 36, of 
Bellwood Drive, York, are standing trial 
accused of playing a part in the five-year 
conspiracy to defraud the farmer. Both 
deny the charge. 

Shearer told police she was in a rela¬ 
tionship with Smith from 2003 to 2009 - 
but said it had become strained from 2006 
and the couple had had little contact with 
each other. She said she had never heard 
Smith use any other names in business 
deals and told officers she was “shocked” 
when he called her in 2010 to say he had 
been arrested for fraud. 

The trial continues.

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Kidnap case jury carries 
on with court discussions

A JURY is continuing its deliber¬ 
ations in a blackmail case involv¬ 
ing an alleged kidnap. 

Nathan Parry, 37, of Jack’s Wood, Elles¬ 
mere Port and Natalie Goode, 33, of Wil¬ 
low Road, Lache, Chester, deny charges of 
kidnapping, blackmail and false imprison¬ 
ment. 

Parry also pleads not guilty to intimidat¬ 
ing the alleged victim, a 33-year-old man 
who lives in the Oswestry/Welshpool area. 

During the trial the jury at Caernarfon 
Crown Court heard about Parry’s criminal 
past. 

He admitted that he’d been a cannabis 
dealer while working as a car valeter for a 
motor dealership. 

Parry told his barrister he’d had a seven 
year sentence for robbery in 2002 and one 
of nine years in 2006. 

He told the crown court on Friday last 
week: “I have a bad record and wish I could 
go back and change my life.” 

Parry claimed he knew the victim 
“through drugs,” though the man has de¬ 
nied any involvement in drugs or a turf 
war. 

He insisted he wasn’t the third man in 
the kidnap, in which the prosecution allege 
that the victim was put in a black stolen 
Audi in which there were two bogus po¬ 
licemen. The jury was told the victim was 
blindfolded and handcuffed. 

John Philpotts, prosecuting, has told the 
jury that the story is “more like a television 
police drama.” 

According to the prosecution the Audi 
had pulled up in the victim’s driveway be¬ 
tween Oswestry and Welshpool. 

Parry said that because of his cannabis 
activities he changed his mobile phones 
every two or three weeks. He had not been 
the person who threatened the victim ear¬ 
lier this year by phone. Asked by defence 
counsel Gareth Roberts if he had anything 
to do with the kidnap he replied : “I did not 
have anything to do with it.” 

He was questioned at length by Mr Phil¬ 
potts about various phone calls. Parry said: 
“I admit being involved in drugs. I don’t 
like it but I’m doing it to prove my inno¬ 
cence.” 

Two men have pleaded guilty to their 
part in the events but Parry denied he was 
using one of them “as a convenient person 
to blame everything on.” 

The case, before Judge Philip Harris-Jen¬ 
kins, continues. 


THREE old ward names that were filed 
away in the history books of Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital will be brought back 
to life in its new £15.1million theatre and 
ward complex. 

Artist impressions have been released 
of the complex, which is due to open to pa¬ 
tients in the autumn. 

It will include four state-of-the-art oper¬ 
ating theatres, as well as a number of other 
wards and departments. 

A new, 10-bedded ward will be Oswald 
Ward while the outpatients’ department 
for tumour patients will be known as the 
Montgomery Unit, and the admission on 
day of surgery department the Baschurch 


Day Unit. The names were chosen from a 
shortlist of seven historical ward names, 
with staff being given the chance to vote for 
their favourites. 

A hospital Patient Panel were also in¬ 
volved in the process, deciding which area 
was allocated which of the three chosen 
names. Julie Roberts, acting deputy direc¬ 
tor of nursing, said: “This new development 
is going to make a massive difference to pa¬ 
tients and staff. The environment will be 
bright and modern and the facilities will be 
cutting edge. 

“It will help ensure we have an exciting 
future ahead of us, but we also think it is 
important that we give a nod to our rich 


heritage and history. Our worldwide repu¬ 
tation is based on that history, and we de¬ 
cided one tangible way we could mark that 
in this new building was by reviving some 
of the ward names that have been used in 
years gone by, but which had since fallen 
out of use. 

“We were determined to ensure that 
our staff and patients were given a voice 
in this, which is why we decided to hold 
a vote to choose the names to be used. 
Oswald clearly has close links to the town 
of Oswestry, Baschurch is the village where 
the hospital was founded, and the selection 
of Montgomery recognises our close ties to 
Wales.”

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Talks to be 
staged over 
health care 

THE case for Oswestry to get an ur¬ 
gent care centre will gather pace as 
health officials meet to further dis¬ 
cuss the shake-up of Shropshire’s 
health services. 

Shropshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group, the organisation responsible 
for healthcare in the county, will hold 
a meeting next week on the provision 
of urgent care across the county. 

The talks were announced at a 
meeting of Oswestry Town Council, as 
the authority once again stressed the 
importance of the town having an ur¬ 
gent care centre, as well as calling for 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital to keep its 
A&E department. 

Town Clerk David Preston in¬ 
formed councillors at their latest 
meeting on Monday that Shropshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group had 
organised a meeting in the town on 
Wednesday at the Guildhall. 

The meeting in Oswestry is just one 
of a number organised by the CCG 
taking place across the county. 

At the meeting on Monday night, 
concerns were raised about the effect 
losing Shrewsbury’s A&E services 
would have on Oswestry residents. 

Councillor John Gareth Jones said: 
“My concern is we cannot cope with 
one hospital less coping with emer¬ 
gency care. Telford is an hour, an 
hour and a half away. That’s useless 
to people without cars, and on public 
transport that would take a day.”

Ex-officer apologises 
for Cheryl investigation

A FORMER police inspector has 
apologised to the family of Deep- 
cut soldier Cheryl James about 
the limited police investigation 
into her death. 

The 18-year-old recruit was discov¬ 
ered with a fatal bullet wound on No¬ 
vember 27, 1995 - one of four young 
soldiers to die at the training camp in 
Surrey over a seven-year period. 

Surrey Police had decided there were “no 
suspicious circumstances” surrounding her 
death within around two hours of officers 
arriving at the scene, the inquest at Surrey 
Coroners Court in Woking was told. 

Former Inspector Michael Day arrived at 
9.04am and handed the investigation over 
to the coroner and military at 11.12am, 
without inspecting the body or weapon 
himself. 

He apologised to the soldier’s family and 
added: “Hindsight is a wonderful thing and 
if I had to make that decision again I would 
have without a doubt taken a different 
course of action.” 

He added: “There appeared to be no 
suspicious circumstances and therefore, in 
conjunction with officers present and the 
coroner’s officer, I made the decision that 
we would leave it to a coronial investiga¬ 
tion and military police would support that 
investigation rather than Surrey Police.” 

He said there were no suspicious circum¬ 
stances “in terms of the position of the body 
and things around it”. 

He added that letters found in Cheryl’s 
quarters “suggested that she was troubled 
over things” but admitted there was never 
a suggestion of any suicide note. 

Alison Foster QC, representing Cheryl’s 
parents, who live at Llanymynech near 
Oswestry, accused Mr Day of basing his de¬ 
cision on a “set of assumptions” without a 
proper investigation of the scene. 

She added: “By about 11.12am a decision 
had been reached that this was not a suspi¬ 
cious death; in other words it was a suicide. 

“At that point there was no fingerprint 
evidence taken from the gun. No swabs 
taken of Cheryl James’s hands or face. No 
fingertip search of the area around the body 
before it was moved. No ballistics testing of 
any cartridge case.” 

Mr Day replied: “From what I was told I 
was satisfied that was the weapon that had 
been involved.” 

The inquest continues. 


THE chairman of Oswestry Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce has stepped down 
from the role. 

Jools Payne announced she had 
resigned from her position with im¬ 
mediate effect. 

She said she had resigned after it 
becoming clear she had lost the sup¬ 
port of some members of the cham¬ 
ber’s committee. 

Mrs Payne, who runs a PR and 
corporate communications business, 
was elected to the chairman’s role in 
April last year. 

She said: “I have resigned as 
chairman of Oswestry Chamber of 
Commerce with immediate effect. 


“It is clear that I have lost the 
support of some members of the 
committee, so I am standing aside 
with immediate effect to let vice 
chairman, Neil Jenkins, run the 
organisation until the annual meet¬ 
ing on April 6 when members will 
be able to elect a new chairman, of¬ 
ficers and executive. 

“I tried my best to deliver an 
active and dynamic chamber for 
the benefit of all our members and 
wider business community. 

“It has been made abundantly 
clear by some members of the exec¬ 
utive that the considerable time and 
energy I have put into developing a 


forceful and influential chamber fell 
short of their expectations. 

“I fundamentally disagree with 
that view and therefore, am entirely 
happy to stand aside. 

“As is the custom, members will 
receive the chairman’s report de¬ 
tailing our activities over the past 
12 months and what I believe has in 
fact been a very successful year for 
the chamber.” 

The chairman’s report was due to 
be delivered this week. 

It was due to be delivered along¬ 
side the formal annual meeting 
announcement and nomination pa¬ 
pers.

Cannabis plants 
are found in raid 

MORE than 150 cannabis plants were 
found during a drugs raid at a prop¬ 
erty on the Shropshire/Mid Wales 
border. 

Officers discovered a “substantial 
cannabis production” at the address 
in Four Crosses, between Oswestry 
and Welshpool. 

A large amount of cash - estimated 
to be about £10,000 - was found on 
the occupant of the premises, who 
was arrested at the scene following 
the raid over the weekend. 

Constable Lindsay Sweetman of Dy- 
fed-Powys Police said: “In total, 156 
plants were found in three upstairs 
rooms, ranging from freshly potted 
cuttings to sizeable mature plants. 

“In addition several large bags of 
dried cannabis were seized, much of 
which had been packaged ready for 
distribution.”

Plans to build 900 homes 
on edge of town revealed

UP to 900 homes have been earmarked to be built on the southern 
edge of Oswestry over the next decade. 

The proposed housing development - which would be the size of a small vil¬ 
lage - would be centred around a green and would have links into Oswestry 
town centre and to the nearby leisure centre. 

But the masterplan for the site shows no community buildings such as shops or a school. 
The area, known as the sustainable urban extension in Shropshire Council’s develop¬ 


ment plan, is a 35 hectare site between the 

Thousands 
of houses 
in pipeline 

CHIRK has been earmarked for future 
housing development as part of council 
plans to build thousands of new homes. 

Areas in both the north and south wards 
of Chirk feature on a list of 25 sites which 
have been included in Wrexham County 
Borough Council’s provisional Local Devel¬ 
opment Plan. 

The plan is a development framework 
which will shape countywide land use over 
the next 12 years. Of these, the largest po¬ 
tential development could be at a 22.5 hec¬ 
tare piece of land around Chirk Green. 

The site is currently used for agriculture, 
though council officials say that associated 
planning constraints make any potential 
development unlikely. 

Other Chirk sites include existing com¬ 
mercial premises on Holyhead Road, Col¬ 
liery Road and Longfields, with smaller 
developments proposed at vacant plots of 
land elsewhere in the town. 

As part of its public consultation com¬ 
mitment, planning officers hosted a drop-in 
session at Glyn Wylfa in Chirk recently to 
allow residents to raise any concerns. 

As many as 11,715 new homes could be 
built within the county borough by 2028, 
with the bulk of the new homes concen¬ 
trated around Wrexham. A council spokes¬ 
man said the number of homes being 
provided in Chirk has not yet been finalised 
in the Local Development Plan.

WYG Planning, acting for local developer 
J-Ross Developments, have unveiled the 
blueprint for future planning applications 
to Shropshire Council. 

Nick Scott, chief executive of J-Ross 
Developments, said he believed that the 
phased development would take between 
five and seven years to come to fruition. 

“We have worked closely with Shrop¬ 
shire Council and Oswestry Town Council 
to bring forward a comprehensive master 
plan for the whole of the sustainable urban 
extension,” he said. 

“Our public exhibition was designed to 
consult with local people and key stake¬ 
holders, so that we have an opportunity to 
take on board any comments at this stage 
prior to the submission of an outline plan¬ 
ning application. 

“We welcome the chance to consult with 
the local people of Oswestry, whose views 
will help shape and form the outline plan¬ 
ning application,” he said. 

“We look forward to progressing a high 
quality residential scheme and bringing for¬ 
ward much needed housing for Oswestry,” 
he added. 

However, a health chief has warned the 
plans could pose “huge implications” on 
already stretched medical practices and in¬ 
frastructure. 

Dr Ian Rummens, who is secretary of 
Shropshire Local Medical Committee and 
a partner at Cambrian Medical Centre 
in Oswestry, said: “This is going to have 
huge implications on the town’s doctors 
surgeries but not only that, on schools and 
everything else. 

“There is never the infrastructure or the 
funding for it unfortunately. 

“This will have a big knock on effect. 

“It might be 900 homes but let’s say 
that’s around 3,000 people actually when 
you talk about families and those who 
aren’t living by themselves. 

Dr Rummens said practices in Shrop¬ 
shire and across England and Wales were 
already strained due to due to growing 
workloads and recruitment issues.

AFTER losing her best friend to cancer, Rachel Kempster kept her 
memory alive through their shared passion for a champion race¬ 
horse. 

Together with Julia Tooth, she would travel the country to cheer on Champi¬ 
on Hurdle winner Punjabi, who was owned by Julia’s father Raymond. 

Three years after Julia died in 2010 following a battle with breast cancer, time was 
called on Punjabi’s career. And as a tribute to her friend, Miss Kempster asked to take 
care of the horse in his retirement, homing him between Oswestry and Ellesmere. “I was

Suspended 
prison term 
for supplier 

A MAN who has admitted possessing up 
to £13,000 worth of cannabis and nearly 
£3,000 in cash at his home has been given 
a suspended jail sentence. 

Jason Wickham, 43, was sentenced to 18 
months in prison, suspended for two years, 
after admitting to a charge of possessing 
cannabis with intent to supply. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court heard po¬ 
lice recovered the goods from his home 
in Albert Square in Weston Rhyn, near 
Oswestry, in October 2014. 

Bernard Linnemann, prosecuting, said: 
“They found in his living room a relatively 
small amount of cannabis and a quantity of 
cash. They also found a substantial amount 
of cannabis and cash in the shed. 

“A number of mobile phones were seized, 
with at least two messages consistent with 
dealing.” 

The court heard the total amount of 
cash seized was £2,941.90, while the total 
amount of cannabis found had an esti¬ 
mated street value of between £8,000 and 
£13,000. 

John Oates, defending Wickham, said: 
“The breadwinner in his relationship is his 
wife. He doesn’t have paid employment. 

“He works as a gardener and sometimes 
gets £90 a week - well below the living 
wage. 

“He is not in a position to pay costs or 
fines.” 

Wickham was also ordered to pay £500 
prosecution costs by the judge at court on 
Thursday last week. 


and I had had so many good times with 
him,” she said. 

But as he recovered from his career-end¬ 
ing injury, Miss Kempster found out just 
how good-natured Punjabi was and how 
much she enjoyed riding him. She sug¬ 
gested retraining him for the sport of dres¬ 
sage - which Mr Tooth was happy with. 

“Racing and dressage are like chalk 
and cheese,” Rachel, who runs Kinsale 
Stud in Whittington near Oswestry, said. 
“The horse has to use completely different 
muscles. But Punjabi absolutely loves it 
although I can tell that when I first asked 
him to do something he was thinking ‘she 
has got to be joking’.” 

The horse is now based at Hardwick Hall 
near Ellesmere, run by Ali Kynaston-Main- 
waring. 

“They have a wonderful menage there 
where Judy Price is training both myself 
and Punjabi,” Miss Kempster said. 

“She is proving that you certainly can 
teach an old dog - or old racehorse - new 
tricks. This is a new chapter in both our 
lives. I am now the age Julia was when she 
died, 41, so it is a very poignant time for 
me.” 

Punjabi was at the head of the nine for¬ 
mer Cheltenham winners when they re¬ 
turned to the racecourse on Tuesday for 
the 2016 Retraining of Racehorses parade 
on the opening day of the four-day festival. 

“I would never have dreamt that I would 
ever ride at Cheltenham - and to be on a 
former champion hurdler at the head of 
a parade is unbelievable,” Miss Kempster 
said. “He loves his new job and is adapting 
really well to dressage.” 

Now aged 13, Punjabi won the Champion 
Hurdle back in 2009 - a shock 22/1 winner 
of the race trained by Nicky Henderson and 
ridden on the day by Barry Geraghty. 

Di Arbuthnot, chief executive of Retrain¬ 
ing of Racehorses, said: “It is important for 
us when putting on the parades to not only 
include former heroes and old favourites 
but also horses that have proven their ad¬ 
aptability in other disciplines.”

What a controversial week it’s 
been. Conservative MPs Owen 
Paterson and Glyn Davies have 
been making headlines and 
Oswestry’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce leader has quit. 

Mr Paterson has moved quick¬ 
ly to deny national newspaper 
reports that he supported sug¬ 
gestions that pensioners could 
pick fruit in the fields of Britain 
instead of migrant workers. He 
says the suggestion came from 
Essex farmers when the Govern¬ 
ment was looking at an alterna¬ 
tive scheme that allowed work¬ 
ers into Britain for the summer 
months. The scheme was being 
discussed because of changes 
to the laws allowing free access 
to the UK for Bulgarians and Ro¬ 
manians during the fruit picking 
season. The North Shropshire 
MP claims to be taking the flack 
for someone else’s suggestion. 
Perhaps it’s the Conservative 
party as a whole that should be 
criticised for even discussing 
such a ridiculous idea. 

Across the border in Mont¬ 
gomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
has been heavily criticised on 
social network sites for support¬ 
ing the Government’s plans to 
slash benefit payments and has 
decided to stop making political 
comment on Facebook. 

The MP has been using his 
Facebook pages for both per¬ 
sonal and political comment and 
realised the error of his ways at 
the weekend as he was bom¬ 
barded by angry followers about 
the benefit cuts situation. Now 
he will concentrate on his online 
blog for political comment and 
his Facebook pages will contain 
only personal information. 

If he can handle the pressure - 
and I am sure he can - Mr Davies 
will be Montgomeryshire’s last 
MP. In 2020 the number of MPs 
will be reduced from 650 to 600 
and the Montgomeryshire seat 
is set to vanish under Boundary 
Commission changes, chopped 
into three pieces going South, 
North and West. 

What a sad day that will be for 
a county that has produced so 
many distinguished MPs - the fi¬ 
nal nail in the once proud county 
of Montgomeryshire. 

And moving away from the na¬ 
tional political scene it seems all 
is not well in the world or com¬ 
merce in Oswestry with the sud¬ 
den departure of Jools Payne as 
chairman of the town’s chamber. 

The chamber’s annual meeting 
is scheduled for April 6 and Mrs 
Payne has promised to submit 
her annual report which I sus¬ 
pect will now make interesting 
reading.

The Minor injuries unit in 
Oswestry is an important 
part of the care network. 
NAOMI PENROSE reports 


NO two days in the life of an 
emergency nurse practitioner 
at a minor injuries unit could 
ever be the same. Bites and 
stings to fractures, sprains and 
bruises - it is all part of the rou¬ 
tine. 

But at a time when the future of 
Shropshire’s accident and emergen¬ 
cy units are being debated, Oswest¬ 
ry’s Minor Injuries Unit is on the 
front line of NHS care. 

It, along with similar centres in 
Bridgnorth, Ludlow and Whitchurch, is 
exactly the kind of treatment centre that 
bosses hope will form the backbone of 
care in Shropshire. 

Review 

The Future Fit review, which is set 
to report this spring, is almost certainly 
going to signal the closure of one of the 
A&E departments at either Shrewsbury 
Royal Hospital or Telford’s Princess 
Royal Hospital. 

The new single A&E will then be sup¬ 
ported by a network of ‘urgent care cen¬ 
tres’ - and one is almost certainly going 
to be at Oswestry Health Centre, which 
opened in July 2011 as a multi-purpose 
outpatient healthcare centre. 

The site is home to a range of services 
provided by a number of organisations, 
including Shropshire Community Health 
Trust, South Staffordshire and Shrop¬ 
shire Mental Health Foundation Trust, 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust and Cambrian Medical Practice. 

But the minor injuries unit is perhaps 
the most important as it deals with pa¬ 


tients who might otherwise end up 
queueing for hours in A&E. 

Staffed by specialist emergency 
nurse practitioners, if you are walking 
wounded and need something sewn, 
glued, cleaned up or soothed, it is the 
place to go. 

The nurses can see, assess and treat 
people for a wide range of injuries in¬ 
cluding bites, human and animal; cuts 
and lacerations; foreign bodies in the 
eyes, nose and ears; fractures that re¬ 
quire plaster only; minor burns and 
scalds; minor head injuries; soft tis¬ 
sue injuries, for example sprains and 
bruises; and wound infections. 

Michael Navin, Oswestry MIU team 
leader and emergency nurse practi¬ 
tioner, said they are now aiming to 
make more people aware that the MIU 
is no longer at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital in Gobowen but at the town 


centre location as well as continuing 
developing and expanding the service. 

He says the unit is establishing it¬ 
self as the place to go for the walking 
wounded or people feeling ill - and the 
waiting time is also far less than at the 
alternative A&E units. 

He said: “We see all sorts, the very 
young to the very old, there’s a whole 
spectrum we can see and treat here, 
and those that fall out of what we com¬ 
mission for we will redirect to the emer¬ 
gency services or GP. 

“People present with all sorts, it 
could be a shingles outbreak, to people 
presenting with heart attacks. 

“We’re in a rural area so we deal with 
farming and equestrian incidents.” 

Located at Oswestry Health Cen¬ 
tre on Thomas Savin Road, the unit’s 
usage is growing year on year - with al¬ 
most 10,000 attending in 2015 - which 


Mr Navin thinks is down to the red sign 
outside the building. 

“The red sign is here because it’s a 
sign people gravitate towards. Here 
we’re known as A&E in Oswestry. 

We assess, stabilise and discharge 
or refer on everything that crosses our 
doorstep,” he said. 

“Part of the key is delivering a close to 
home service, the more you can deliver 
on people’s doorsteps the better.” 

Average 

Mr Navin said the average time pa¬ 
tients were in and out after being seen 
at Oswestry’s MIU is one hour, one min¬ 
ute. 

He said: “Nobody gets turned away. 

“People may not think their injury is a 
minor injury but we can see, assess and 
treat a range of injuries and anything we 
can’t treat, we can refer on,” 

Helping to improve people’s aware¬ 
ness that the unit is in Oswestry’s town 
centre will be the installation of new 
signs off the Whittington Road junction 
and signs near to Oswestry’s Morrisons 
supermarket. 

Oswestry’s Minor Injuries Unit is a 
nurse-led unit with experienced nurse 
practitioners whose backgrounds are in 
emergency and unscheduled care. 

Staffed 

It is staffed by three full and one part 
time emergency nurse practitioners, and 
one junior and trainee practitioner. 

Mr Navin’s background is accident 
and emergency, and community. 

He said: “We’re a small but highly 
skilled workforce offering a seven day a 
week service. 

“We’re quick, friendly and it’s good at¬ 
mosphere, where you’re seen by skilled 
practitioners closer to home.” 

Anyone who cannot be treated at 
the MIU will be referred to their GP or 
nearest Accident and Emergency depart¬ 
ment or to another appropriate service 
by MIU staff. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 



At the time of writing, Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer George 
Osborne is preparing to leave 
Downing Street with the famous 
red box to deliver this year’s 
budget. 

In the Summer Budget last 
July, the Government offered a 
new deal for working people. 
It meant Britain moving from a 
high-welfare, high-tax, low-wage 
economy to a lower-welfare, 
lower-tax and higher-wage one 
and we are continuing to make 
progress. The budget will show 
a Government determined to 
confront Britain’s long-standing 
problems and determined to 
make Britain more secure. Brit¬ 
ain today has the fastest-grow¬ 
ing economy in the G8. However 
we cannot be complacent. 

The deficit is less than half of 
what it was in 2010. Labour left 
us borrowing £300,000 per min¬ 
ute. The latest projection is that 
we still borrow £140,000 per 
minute. Heaping billions more 
borrowing costs on our children 
and grandchildren is immoral; it 
leaves them to face a worrying 
future of reduced government 
services and support. Unless we 
take the steps we need to now, 
we will not eliminate the deficit 
and grow the economy. One of 
the great success stories of the 
last few years is increasing em¬ 
ployment. The Office for National 
Statistics reports that unem¬ 
ployment was 28,000 lower in 
the three months to January at 
1.68 million, the sixth consec¬ 
utive quarterly fall. The number 
of people on the claimant count, 
including those on jobseeker’s 
allowance, fell by 18,000 last 
month to 716,700, the lowest 
since 1975; the unemployment 
rate in North Shropshire stands 
at 1.5 per cent. 

This is a remarkable achieve¬ 
ment and is certainly reflected 
in my visits to firms in the con¬ 
stituency who are often crying 
out for new staff. Last week I 
visited Hawk Plant where busi¬ 
ness is booming. They have an 
advanced training programme 
for young people and highlighted 
skilled labour shortages and em¬ 
ployment gaps ready to be filled. 
They have 200 vacancies now. 

As I have highlighted before, 
apprenticeships are a positive 
growing trend and I am pleased 
that North Shropshire College 
is providing local young people 
with courses in practical skills. 

We depend on small and me¬ 
dium businesses in North Shrop¬ 
shire. Last month I was pleased 
to cut the ribbon and celebrate 
the opening of Harmony Beau¬ 
ty and Sports Therapies, a new 
business in Whitchurch, with 
Councillor Mike McDonald. The 
Government has made consist¬ 
ent efforts to reduce the burden 
of business rates on SMEs; small 
business rate relief was doubled 
in 2015-2016 and will be main¬ 
tained until 2017.

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CAN I PROTECT MY INHERITANCE FROM MY FIANCE WHEN 

WE ARE MARRIED? 

Q: My fiance comes from a much less privileged background than me. My mother doesn’t like him and thinks he only asked me to marry him so that he can get 
a share of my inheritance when she dies. Now she wants me to persuade my fiance to sign a pre-nup relinquishing all rights to any money I inherit. I must admit 
my mother’s nagging has made me think about the wisdom of protecting myself financially, but I didn’t think pre-nups were legally enforceable in this country. 
Can you confirm? 

A: Pre-Nuptial Agreements are now more commonplace in the UK and there is some evidence to suggest that whilst they are, as you say, not legally binding, 
Divorce Courts are more likely these days to take notice of them when considering the financial settlement of a divorcing couple. 

Case law suggests, however, that a Post-Nuptial Agreement is binding. A Post-Nuptial Agreement is a contract drawn up after a couple have married or entered 
into a civil partnership, laying out how their assets and property would be split in the event that they divorce, separate or die. If you already have a Pre-nup it can 
be converted to a Post-nup after you have ‘tied the knot’. 

A post-Nuptial Agreement would typically include details about your assets and debts, payment of outstanding debts, income and expectations of gifts and/or 
inheritances, future income or gains, personally and jointly owned possessions, Wills, maintenance to be paid to your ex-partner on separation, how property 
would be split and such as life and medical insurance. 

With a Post-Nuptial Agreement in place you can still change and update the terms of it in line with changes in your circumstances or wishes. The parties must have 
exchanged full and frank financial disclosure, had time to consider the proposals and had legal advice prior to entering into the agreement.

The company plans to invest £2.25 
million into the centre in Chirk and 
other venues across the Wrexham 
area including Water world, Gwyn 
Evans pools and leisure centres and 
the Queensway. 

It will also manage five other 
schools-based centres. 

The organisation is already respon¬ 
sible for managing leisure centre in 
Powys including The Flash in Welsh¬ 
pool.

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson has denied a claim he 
wanted to replace migrant fruit 
pickers with pensioners working 
for below the minimum wage. 

The allegation appears in an up¬ 
coming account by Liberal Democrat 
former minister David Laws about 
his time during the Coalition Govern¬ 
ment. 

But Mr Paterson said: “Recent press 
reports about the Seasonal Agricultural 
Workers Scheme, leaked from a Cabinet 
subcommittee, are grossly inaccurate. 

“I was a strong supporter of this particu¬ 
lar scheme, which gave a quota of 21,250 
temporary job opportunities to Bulgarian 
and Romanian seasonal workers. 

“These skilled workers were employed 
where there was a specific demand for their 
labour and they left to return home at the 
end of each season. 

“The horticulture industry was ex¬ 
tremely keen to continue the scheme, or 
something similar, when transitional con¬ 
trols ended on January 1, 2014, allowing 
free access to the UK for Bulgarian and Ro¬ 
manian citizens. The industry was angry 
at the end of the scheme as they had an 
urgent need for skilled temporary labour. 

“Some in the industry suggested reviv¬ 
ing the practice of city dwellers, including 
pensioners, taking paid holidays during the 
fruit-picking season. There was absolutely 
no suggestion that any of these ideas would 
have been anything but voluntary. They 
asked that insurance and employment leg¬ 
islation should be investigated. After inves¬ 
tigation, this idea came to nothing.” 


A TEAM of fundraisers who raised 
£57,000 have visited Hope House 
Children’s Hospice at Morda near 
Oswestry to meet some of the young 
people who will benefit from their 
donations. 

The charity team at Redrow 
Homes raised £47,000 and through 
the company’s matched giving 


scheme, which donates £1 for every 
£4 raised by staff up to a maximum 
of £10,000 per division, they were 
able to reach the total of £57,000. 

Sarah Weaver, marketing coor¬ 
dinator at Redrow Homes, said: “It 
was wonderful to visit the hospice 
and meet some of the incredible 
staff and children. We had no hesita¬ 


tion in choosing Hope House as our 
charity of the year as they offer such 
fantastic care to children and their 
families. We were all privileged to 
see first-hand how the money will 
be used and what a difference it will 
make.”

Man is sent 
to prison for 
town centre 
knife attack 

A FATHER who knocked a man out in 
self-defence but then slashed his face 
with a knife as he laid unconscious 
has been jailed for four years and 
eight months. 

Todd Roberts came across Gavin 
Robinson in Oswestry town centre in 
the early hours of June 6, Shrewsbury 
Crown Court heard. 

Michael Grey, prosecuting, said 
Robinson took a knife from his pocket. 

Roberts punched Robinson to the 
floor, knocking him out. The court 
heard he then picked up the knife and 
crouched down beside Robinson be¬ 
fore slashing his face. 

Mr Grey said Robinson suffered a 
deep laceration to his face which was 
about 20cm long. 

Robinson was later interviewed by 
police and told officers he had been 
drinking alcohol. 

He later accepted pulling a knife 
out of his pocket. 

The court was told Roberts had also 
been drinking and had taken cocaine. 
Roberts, 29, of Fox’s Field, Oswestry, 
admitted wounding with intent. 

Robinson, 37, of Woodside Court, 
Oswestry, pleaded guilty to possessing 
an offensive weapon in a public place. 

Brendan Reedy, for Robinson, said 
he had no recollection of the incident 
and did not know where he got the 
knife from. 

Debra White, for Roberts, said: “If 
he could turn the clock back, then 
without a doubt he would.” 

Judge Robin Onions said there 
was nothing to indicate the pair had 
known each other and therefore there 
was no reason for any ill will between 
them. 

He jailed Roberts for four years and 
eight months and handed an eight- 
month prison term to Robinson.

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Police chief 
facing bald 
tyres inquiry 

A POLICE and crime commissioner 
is under investigation over a claim he 
was driving with defective tyres. 

Christopher Salmon, Dyfed-Powys 
Police and Crime Commissioner, has 
been referred to the police watchdog 
the IPCC by Dyfed-Powys Police and 
Crime Panel for allegedly driving a 
police vehicle with bald tyres. 

The incident is alleged to have 
taken place during October 2015. 

The police and crime commissioner 
won the post in November 2012 when 
standing as the Conservative candi¬ 
date. He is seeking a second term at 
an election in May. 

An IPCC spokesman said: “The 
IPCC is independently investigating 
an alleged road traffic offence involv¬ 
ing the Dyfed-Powys Police and Crime 
Commissioner, Christopher Salmon. 

“The allegation relates to driving 
a police owned vehicle with defective 
tyres on a date in October 2015. 

“The IPCC investigation follows 
a referral to the IPCC from the Dy¬ 
fed-Powys Police and Crime Panel in 
January 2016.” Mr Salmon said he 
will cooperate fully with the investiga¬ 
tion. He said: “I am aware of the com¬ 
plaint received by the police and crime 
panel and referred on to the IPCC.”

POLICE in have rolled out a messag¬ 
ing system to help people living in the 
Welshpool area better deal with re¬ 
ports of crime.

Delays expected as lorry 
convoys head into area

MOTORISTS are being advised 
to expect delays as large lorry 
convoys come though Welsh¬ 
pool over the coming months. 

The giant lorries will head through 
the town and along one of the main 
tourist routes on a daily basis during 
the summer months as construction 
starts on a windfarm. 

Residents and holidaymakers have been 
warned to expect delays as the oversized 
transporters carry parts of the wind tur¬ 
bines along the A483 and A458, passing 
through Welshpool town centre en route. 

Delays are expected for up to two months 
from July by the daily convoys heading to 
Tirgwynt windfarm between Cefn Coch and 
Carno. Each convoy is expected to contain 
three large articulated vehicles carrying 
pylon parts. 

Roads are already been widened on sec¬ 
tions of the main A458 and the B4385. 

Welshpool town clerk Robert Robin¬ 
son said he had been informed that police 
would escort the convoys through the town, 
leaving the bypass at the Railway Station 
junction and travelling up Severn Road, 
Severn Street, Broad Street, High Street 
and Mount Street before joining the Llan- 
fair Road at the Raven roundabout. 

Mr Robinson said police would clear the 
streets of any double parking and would 
close the stretch from Jehu Road to the 
Raven roundabout with a 10 minute delay 
expected at the Jehu Road junction to allow 
the vehicles free passage. 

Tirgwynt windfarm is expected to gener¬ 
ate enough clean electricity to power over 
16,000 homes.

Cash crisis 
‘will not get 
any easier’ 

THE tough financial situation fac¬ 
ing Powys County Council will not 
get “any easier” in the coming years, 
bosses have warned. 

Councillors agreed at a meeting 
last week to a Council Tax increase of 
4.25 per cent in a bid to help save £10 
million. 

Councillor Wynne Jones, cabinet 
member for finance, said: “The situa¬ 
tion will not be any easier in the com¬ 
ing financial years and the council will 
have to find a further £19.88m in the 
2017/18 and 2018/19 financial years 
and continue to increase the rate of 
council tax in the county. 

“Our target is to reduce spending 
by £29.8m over three years and that 
is on top of the £53.5m that we have 
cut from our budgets in the previous 
three financial years. 

“This year’s budget has seen reduc¬ 
tions in our major spending services 
schools, social care, highways and 
waste, as well as the central and sup¬ 
port services.” 

Councillor Jones added: “The work 
will have to continue as will greater 
integration with public partners and 
a greater reliance on others for com¬ 
munity service delivery.”

Railway group 
launches new 
cash appeal 

A HERITAGE railway has launched a 
£20,000 appeal in a bid to return all three 
tracks to Oswestry’s station and restore a 
second platform. 

Cambrian Heritage Railways (CHR), 
which runs in Oswestry and Llynclys, 
hope the launch of the Oswestry Station 
Revitalisation Project Appeal will help 
further return the town’s restored his¬ 
toric station to its heyday of the 1950s. 

The appeal will cover the refurbish¬ 
ment of the former Down platform, re¬ 
instatement of the three lines that once 
ran through the station - a significant 
feature of the site - and the addition of 
further railway features, furniture and 
landmarks to the station area. CHR is 
currently busy extending its running line 
at Oswestry and plans to see passenger 
trains running to Weston Wharf, on the 
southern edge of the town by Easter 
2018 - a distance of one and three-quar¬ 
ter miles. There, the railway will pro¬ 
vide a public transport connection to 
the visitor centre operated by popular 
local micro-brewery, the Stonehouse 
Brewery. Robert Williams, CHR chair¬ 
man, said: “Since CHR gained access to 
the Gobowen to Llanddu railway line in 
2009, significant progress has been made 
with the Oswestry station area. We were 
greeted with a site that was almost com¬ 
pletely derelict. One of the two through 
platforms had been removed, the other 
was overgrown - and fly tipping had 
taken place, with almost all features of a 
working railway wiped away. Since that 
time, we have cleared the site, completely 
reinstated one platform, refurbished the 
track, reinstated signals, a water column, 
signs and started regular passenger train 
running again over a short distance to 
Middleton Road bridge.” 

Sex offender 
sent to prison 

A MAN has been jailed for eight years 
for a series of sex crimes involving young 
children. 

David Phillip Francis photographed 
himself performing an indecent act with 
an infant and made and distributed im¬ 
ages and films, Mold Crown Court was 
told. 

The 60-year-old, of Bron Y Waun in 
Chirk, had his licence period extended by 
six years - which formally makes it a 14- 
year sentence. 

Simon Rogers, prosecuting, said police 
acting on information found 867 inde¬ 
cent still images of children, 985 indecent 
movies of children and 67 extreme images 
involving sex acts between humans and 
animals. 

Francis admitted engaging in sexual 
activity, in the presence of a baby, and 
making indecent images of a child on his 
mobile phone. 

He pleaded guilty to a total of 18 of¬ 
fences - including causing other children 
to look at indecent images over the in¬ 
ternet and inciting children to engage in 
sexual activity via the internet. He also 
admitted making indecent images and 
movies by downloading them from the 
internet and distributing them. 

Alun Williams, for Francis, said his cli¬ 
ent had lived a Jekyll and Hyde life for 
the past few years. 

Wages boost 
for council staff 

STAFF in the lowest paid positions at 
Powys County Council will receive the 
Living Wage from April. 

More than 1,900 of the lowest paid 
workers will see their hourly rate rise by 
40p to £8.25 - as recommended by the 
Living Wage Foundation. 

The increase will affect more than 
1,400 members of staff. 

The Living Wage is based on the 
amount an individual needs to earn to 
cover the basic cost of living. 

Councillor Phil Pritchard, cabinet 
member for human resources, said: “Our 
decision to increase the hourly rate of our 
lowest paid posts shows our commitment 
to the principles of the Living Wage level. 

“Some of the jobs carried out by our 
lowest paid staff are greatly valued by our 
residents so it is only fair that these staff 
are paid a decent wage. By supporting the 
principles of the Living Wage, we are able 
to achieve this. There are a number of 
other benefits that come from supporting 
the Living Wage.” 


FURIOUS residents in St Martins say they are 
being plagued by drivers who use their road as 
a “rat run” to slash a few hundred yards off 
their journey. 

Kimberley Lane has large signs at the en¬ 
trances from the Ellesmere and Overton ends 
which warn drivers it is for access only. 

But householders, many of them retired, say 
that every day drivers cut through the lane, 
many travelling to and from a nearby business 
park. Residents staged a protest, parking their 


vehicles along the length of the road to prevent 
drivers getting through - and were met with 
shouting and swearing from some motorists. 

Brian Swain, 72, said: “When we explained 
to the drivers what we were doing, some main¬ 
tained they were visiting one of the houses, yet 
couldn’t tell us who lived in the house. 

“A couple were downright rude. We were out 
with our vehicles the whole time so that if they 
needed to be moved we could do so quickly. We 
also told the police what we were doing.” 


Mr David Burkhill, 77, said: “The lane has 
access only signs at each end, from the Elles¬ 
mere and Overton directions.The signs are 
huge but people just ignore them. We even 
have lorries and trucks coming down the lane.” 

“We have been trying for about 30 years to 
get something done about Kimberley Lane.” 

Residents said they we would like to see the 
end onto Ellesmere Road blocked off and it 
become a cul-de-sac.The plan has the backing 
of St Martins Parish Council which has asked 


Shropshire Council for help in bringing about 
the change. Parish councillor Sue Schofield 
said the residents were right to ask for changes 
to the lane.“The parish council fully supports 
the plea for Shropshire Council to make Kim¬ 
berley Lane into a cul-de-sac,” she said. 

She said: “The amount and type of vehicle 
that uses this road is ridiculous. All they are 
doing is cutting off a few hundred yards .We 
need to stop this general use and we need to 
stop it as quickly as possible.”

Registration 
services are 
set to change 

CHANGES to the opening times and ven¬ 
ues of some of Shropshire’s registration 
offices are coming into force. 

Shropshire Council has confirmed 
changes will be made at the offices in 
Oswestry, Bishop’s Castle, Church Stret- 
ton and Wem. 

In Oswestry, the registration office will 
relocate from Castle View next door to 
Oswestry Library and Hub on Thursday. 

The office will close at 4.30pm on Tues¬ 
day and will re-open after the Easter 
weekend, on March 29. 

The council says it should make the 
service more accessible to the public. 

Changes will also be made to the reg¬ 
istration services at Bishop’s Castle, 
Church Stretton and Wem. 

The changes of opening hours follow a 
consultation - the registrars service re¬ 
view - that ran in May and June last year. 

The location changes in Oswestry and 
Church Stretton were not part of that 
consultation last year. Karen Calder, 
Shropshire Council’s cabinet member 
responsible for registration services, 
said: “We are pleased that the registra¬ 
tion service is still going to be available 
in Church Stretton, Wem and Bishop’s 
Castle, when previously there was a 
threat to it remaining available in these 
towns. We hope that customers needing 
the services of the registrars in Oswestry 
and Church Stretton will find the new 
venues more convenient.” Last May the 
unitary authority revealed three possible 
options - making no change, closing the 
three most under-used offices - Church 
Stretton, Bishop’s Castle and Wem - or 
closing all offices other than a central one 
in Shrewsbury. 

But the council said its plans changed 
following consultation last summer. 

New warning 
of dog attacks 

FIVE more sheep have been killed in dog 
attacks in Shropshire, prompting fresh 
warnings about the need to keep dogs 
under control near farms. 

Details of the latest attacks, which hap¬ 
pened over the last month, have just been 
revealed. 

In recent weeks, a sheep was killed in 
at attack in Kington and two in St Mar¬ 
tins, near Oswestry. 

The latest attacks happened in the 
Shelve area of Clun and police believe 
they may have happened overnight. 

Police have urged dog owners to be vig¬ 
ilant after the latest attacks which officer 
say also left a number of sheep showing 
signs of distress. Shropshire chairman 
of the National Farmer’s Union Richard 
Yates said it was a problem that sadly 
seemed to be on the rise. 

He said: “I myself have had problems 
with sheep worrying. I have a farm adja¬ 
cent to Bridgnorth and I have had a cou¬ 
ple of incidents of dogs attacking sheep. 

“It is something that has been happen¬ 
ing for years and it is nothing new, but it 
is concerning. It is particularly concern¬ 
ing this time of year when we have ewes 
that are close to giving birth.” 

The latest incidents come after it was 
revealed that between 20 and 25 dog at¬ 
tacks have taken on the Long Mynd in 
the past year. 

Sex blackmail 
levels revealed 

NEARLY 30 blackmail cases known 
as “sextortion” have been reported in 
Shropshire and Telford over the past five 
years, new figures have revealed. 

The statistics show 13 of the offences 
took place in Telford over the years since 
2011. 

They included victims being persuaded 
to perform intimate acts over social 
media and then told to make a payment 
or face seeing footage made public. 

A further five incidents were reported 
in Shrewsbury between 2011 and 2015. 
Two reports were made in Oswestry, 
Newport and Church Stretton and one 
in Whitchurch, Bridgnorth, Ludlow, Le¬ 
ominster and Tenbury Wells during the 
period. 

A Freedom of Information request 
submitted to West Mercia Police showed 
that since 2011 the force has received a 
total of 72 reports of the offence and two 
of the victims were as young as 14. But 
only a single incident has led to a charge 
or summons. 


Artist’s wry look at life in the spotlight at gallery

YOU can take the girl out of the valley - but 
as Shrewsbury-based artist Euryl Stevens hap¬ 
pily admits - you can’t take the valley out of 
the girl.

She says her observations 
of life there have had a huge influence on her 
art. Her retrospective exhibition You Can Take 
The Girl out of the Valley, is currently on dis¬ 
play at the Qube gallery in Oswestry. The work 


combines stitchwork and painting to bring 
alive snapshots of life over the last half a cen¬ 
tury through a comical line-up of characters. 
There are corset-clad ladies, a wedding riot, 
screaming babes-in-arms, night club goers and 
a sexy siren. 

She said: “The work has a strong narrative 
that is an amusing social commentary on a life 
that I fondly recall as a child growing up in 
Cwm Clydach.” 

Charlotte Jackson, Qube arts officer, said it 


was refreshing see a collection of work with 
such bold honesty and humour. She said: “We 
wanted to bring something fun and different to 
Qube Gallery and were delighted when Euryl 
agreed to this exhibition. Her work stops you 
from taking life too seriously and her charac¬ 
ters are full of warmth and humour.” 

In the 1960s Euryl studied at Birmingham 
College of Art and then at the Royal Academy 
School where she was awarded a silver medal 
for landscape painting and a scholarship to 


study in Rome. She went on to teach at the for¬ 
mer Shrewsbury College of Art and has been 
a fervent supporter of arts organisations and 
festivals across Shropshire for many years. 

One of the early visitors to the exhibition 
was Barbara Phillips, from Oswestry. She said 
the art was stunning. “I am a member of an 
embroidery group in Oswestry and the exhi¬ 
bition was recommended to us as it combines 
stitching with paint,” she added. 

The exhibition runs until April 4.

All her work is created with organic 
themes. She said: “My inspiration comes 
from nature and I love the fact that each 
enamelled piece I create is unique.” 

Alongside her pieces will be a selection of 
house portraits, human portraits, seascapes 
and digital illustration by Hungarian-born 
Judit Boor. Born in 1994, Judit is currently 
living and studying an MA in Aberystwyth, 
and her work is particularly focussed on the 
written word. 

She said: “For me, illustration is like 
translating the story into a different lan¬ 
guage.

Don’t be floored by environmental costs 


SOME types of flooring are more environmentally 
friendly than others, but do you know which they 
are? 

It’s not necessarily as straightforward as you 
might think. Here are some points to consider: 

1. The most eco option when it comes to flooring 
is using the flooring you already have. 

Do you have original floorboards or parquet floor¬ 
ing that can be sanded and varnished, stained or 
painted? 

In old houses, there are sometimes hidden gems 
like original stone or tiled floors that have been cov¬ 
ered up for years. 

They may need a little TLC, but they make a 
great feature. 

2. If you don’t have flooring you can restore, the 
next best thing is buying reclaimed flooring. 

Putting period features back into an old property 
is a good way to add value and increase its appeal 
when you come to sell, but reclaimed flooring tends 
to be expensive. 

A more affordable option is new wooden flooring, 
either solid wood, or engineered wood (with a real 
wood top layer). 

Bamboo is an eco choice, despite being mainly 
grown in Asia, because the plants take around three 


to five years to reach maturity, which is a lot less 
than a typical tree. 

When shopping for new wooden flooring, look for 
the FSC (Forest Stewardship Council) logo. This 
shows that the wood has been sustainably sourced - 
all B&Q wood is FSC certified. 

3. One of the most environmentally friendly types 
of flooring (and the cosiest) is wool carpet. 

Making a wool carpet uses only about 10% of the 
energy used to produce a nylon one and wool is, of 
course, sustainable because sheep re-grow their 
fleeces after being shorn. 

While there are plenty of great British wool car¬ 
pets (70% of British wool goes into carpet), New 
Zealand wool carpets also have eco credentials. 

New Zealand may be on the other side of the 
world, but every kilogram of wool produced there 
is said to equate to less C02-equivalent greenhouse 
gas than driving an average-sized petrol car for a 
mile. 

Most of the impact of getting wool to market is 
from land and water use, and Wools of New Zealand 
(a premium brand of carpets and rugs manufac¬ 
tured to quality standards) works with its producers 
to minimise that impact. 

What’s more, a single fleece from a New Zealand 
sheep will make about 4sqm of carpet, which is dou¬ 


ble the amount from wool than from many other 
places. 

4. For an eco carpet underlay, try Crumbwool. A 
collaboration between Wools of New Zealand and 
Anglo Recycling, this underlay is made from 100% 
recycled carpet fibres and 100% recycled rubber. 
Crumbwool uses carpet offcuts, which would nor¬ 
mally go to landfill, from British carpet manufac¬ 
turers, and recycled rubber tyres for the backing. 

5. Wool (and cotton) can be combined with other 
natural fibres in flooring, but you can also get nat¬ 
ural flooring that’s purely sisal, coir, seagrass or 
jute, etc. This is similar to carpet but tends to have 
a more pronounced texture. Natural flooring is 
sustainable and renewable because it’s made from 
plants that grow relatively quickly, but to temper 
that, they are usually grown in Asia and other far- 
flung places. 


HOW-TO TIP 

To get dents caused by furniture out of carpet, try 
leaving an ice cube on the dent until the ice melts. 
Finish off by carefully fluffing up the carpet pile 
with something like a clean toothbrush or fork. 


Squashy or slimline? 
Pick your perfect sofa

SOFAS are one of the hearts of 
the home - where we slouch, 
lounge, surf and even snooze 
- and choosing the right one is 
all-important. 

There’s little point having a slimline 
model if, in reality, its high-end design 
will disappear under a pile of cushions, 
kids and pets, while deep, squashy 
high-backed sofas probably suit infor¬ 
mal rural or period settings, rather 
than streamlined urban lofts. 

“It’s a good idea to spend time deciding 
what you really want. A rushed decision 
could mean you’ll end up with that little 
something missing, which keeps your sofa 
from being the safe, warm and cosy centre 
of your living room that it can and should 
be,” says Rebecca Snowden, interior style 
advisor at Furniture Choice. 

“When it comes to picking the perfect 
sofa, think of all its many functions - some¬ 
thing you can curl up on at the end of a long 
day, or sprawl out on for a lazy weekend. 
Ask yourself whether you want it to blend 
in seamlessly, or stand out and be a cen¬ 
trepiece.” 

Comfort, of course, is also key. According 
to research by sofa specialists Sofology, the 
average Brit spends three to four hours a 
day on their sofa (though for some, this fig¬ 
ure is much higher!), while one-in-five also 
use the settee as a setting to do work from. 

SIZE MATTERS 

Matching a sofa to a room can be as tricky 
as choosing a new partner - and it’s crucial 
to get it right, as you’ll have to live with 
your choice (or mismatch) for years. 

“If you’re trying to style a small space, 
don’t chose an oversized sofa, no matter 
how comfortable it looks,” advises Rick Pe- 
tini, creative director at Delcor. 

“Slim, high legs and plenty of space be¬ 
tween the floor and sofa base will allow 
light to flow around the room, and give the 
illusion of more space. If you have a larger 
space, opt for a medium or three-seater 
rather than a smaller sofa which may be 
dwarfed by the room’s dimensions.” 

Consider how a sofa will be used and pick 
upholstery accordingly - is it a sanctuary 
space for adults, or will it have to cope with 
sticky hands and muddy paw prints? Leath¬ 
er’s easier to clean, but fabric adds depth 
and texture to a room. 

MIX & MATCH 

Sofas come in an array of shapes, from 
curvy to boxy - and even ones that can 
change their form. 

“For me, modular sofas are probably the 
best of all worlds, as they’re good for any 
size of home and any room within it,” says 
Arianne Keeler, upholstery buyer at Habi¬ 
tat. “They’re an excellent option for those 
starting small, who want a sofa which can 
change and grow as their home or family 
expands. 

“For a bit of fun, you can mix up modules 
in different colour options to create an edgy, 
individual look, or go for a unified colour 


option but use different module styles to 
create a truly bespoke feature.” 

Always order a fabric swatch and ‘live’ 
with it for a few days before confirming 
your choice, so you can view it in different 
lights and also, if it has a pile, check its look 
after you’ve sat on it. If you’re looking for a 
hard-wearing fabric to withstand the pun¬ 
ishment of a family, polyester Accor fabric 
is particularly durable. 

BUTTONS AND BLOOMS 
Catwalk trends impact on decor and seat¬ 


ing too, and it’s important to avoid choosing 
a sofa that will date quickly. 

“Botanicals - floral patterns - continue to 
dominate and are in tune with our desire 
to ‘bring the outside in’. We’re also seeing 
interiors take a darker turn, with inky blue 
set to be one of this year’s most popular col¬ 
ours, with blushing pink for those who want 
a more feminine look,” says Philip Watkin, 
director at DFS. 

“Classic designs are set to make a come¬ 
back and the most coveted pieces are 


embracing button detail, which we’ve inter¬ 
preted in Chesterfield-inspired silhouettes 
with a modern twist. 

“Velvet, a classic material, is still riding 
high in the style stakes, and to update your 
look, be bold with vibrant colour-blocking 
hues, or introduce linear panels in plush 
velvet or high-definition devore.” 

Make sure your sofa will fit into your 
home by measuring every access point - 
doorway, stairwell and lift that it has to 
pass.

WHILE painted floorboards aren’t 
generally as practical as stained 
or varnished boards, they are a 
great look, especially if you love 
shabby chic. 

Here’s our top tips for a great look: 

1. Period floorboards often have modern 
boards mixed in where repairs have been 
done over the years, or you may need to 
patch in new boards to replace damaged 
ones if you’re uncovering the boards for the 
first time. Painting the boards can make it 
easier to disguise new ones than with wood 
stain or varnish, although there may be a 
noticeable difference in the wood grain be¬ 
tween old and new. 

2. As long as the boards are in good con¬ 
dition, you should be able to use a wood 
scraper, sandpaper and a handheld electric 
sander to clean them off and make them 
smooth. Remember to bang down any pro¬ 
truding nails with a nail punch and hammer 

- using a nail punch stops you damaging the 
boards with the hammer. Boards in a worse 
state will need to be sanded with an indus¬ 
trial floor sander. Hiring a sander - and 
an edger for where the sander can’t reach 

- isn’t particularly expensive, but it’s hot, 
hard and dusty work. Afterwards, you may 
feel that as you’ve gone to all that effort, it’s 
a shame to cover the newly sanded boards 
with paint. 

3. It’s important to clean the sanded 
boards thoroughly to get the best finish. 
Vacuuming them only goes so far - wipe 
them over after vacuuming, ideally with 
methylated spirits (or turps or white 
spirit), to remove any remaining sanding 
dust. Cleaning the boards between coats of 
paint may also be necessary. To clean out 
the gaps between the boards, run a knitting 
needle, butter knife or screwdriver down 
them. 

4. Newer boards may contain resinous 
knots, which will need to be sealed with 
knotting solution to prevent the resin 
bleeding through and spoiling the paint. Al¬ 
ternatively, you can use Ronseal Knot Block 
Wood Primer & Undercoat (from £7.98 for 
250ml, B&Q), which seals the knots, primes 
and undercoats in one, saving you time and 
effort. You’ll need to apply wood primer/ 
undercoat to all the boards - try diluting 
the first coat with about 10% of white spirit 
so it penetrates the wood better. After 
starting to paint the boards, you may find 
that yellow patches appear. If normal paint 


won’t cover them, use a stain-block paint - 
Polycell One Coat Stain Stop aerosol (£5.50, 
Tesco Direct) dries much quicker than most 
stain blocks. 

5. If you need to use the room again 
soon, a quick-drying floorboard paint - wa¬ 
ter-based ones dry fastest - is your best 
bet. However, if you can close the door and 
wait some time for the floor to dry, a sol- 
vent-based paint may be more durable long 
term and should require fewer coats. You’ll 
have to do several coats of water-based 
white floorboard paint, for example, to 
avoid a patchy finish. Water-based white 
paint shouldn’t yellow over time, but a sol¬ 


vent-based white probably will, so bear this 
in mind before picking your product.

GTi setting hearts racing

Peugeot has a history in the hot 
hatch sector and the arrival of the 
308GTi Sport means there’s now 
a model that the French compa¬ 
ny can really rave about. 

The RCZ and the 208 GTi have been 
impressive additions to the Peugeot 
range and now the 308GTi is starting 
to set hearts racing in the sector with 
250 and 270hp versions available on 
the UK market - both powered by a 1.6 
litre unit. 

This model has been eagerly awaited 
since the new 308 arrived on the scene last 
year and it’s fair to say that it’s certainly no 
disappointment with the 250hp version on 
test topping 155mph and reaching 62mph 
in 6.2 seconds. 



There’s better efficiency too with the 1.6, 
six-speed manual on test achieving only 
139g/km of emissions and topping 47mpg 
on the combine cycle - that’s impressive 
stuff for a hot hatch. 

Surprisingly the 308GTi comes in only 
five door format. We know the rest of the 
range does too but surely this sportier model 
should have a three-door option - one that 
would probably appeal more to the younger 
market. 

But it does still look the part, sitting 11 mil- 
limeteres nearer the ground and boasting a 
new front and rear design, with a choice of 
six colours. 

There’s an extensively revamped suspen¬ 
sion and a choice of sports performance, 
matched by a solid feel on the open road 
and a confi-dent feel on country bends on 
19inch alloys. 

I’m a big fan of Peugeot’s smaller steer¬ 
ing wheel, but it wont be everyone’s choice 
and Peugeot’s i-Cockpit layout means it’s 
a challenge to find a driving position where 
the wheel does not obscure the instrument 
clocks in front of you. 

I found the seating position comfortable 
though and the Alacantra sports seats are a 
perfect match for this high performer, though 
a taller colleague was complaining of not 
enough support. 

Most of the car’s functions are now con¬ 
trolled by a central infotainment system. 
Everything from the phone to the heating 
system is on the touch-screen devise. All 
the manufacturers seem to be going down 
this route now but I’m starting to find oper¬ 
ating the system more and more a distrac¬ 
tion when eyes should really be on the road 
ahead. 

Rear seat passengers complained so

much of a lack of both head and leg room 
that I was forced to take a look myself. And 
yes there is a disappointing lack of space, 
Boot space is passable but it’s again dis¬ 
appointing that rear seats don’t fold down 
completely flat when you need to carry that 
larger piece of luggage. 

The 308GTi is competing in a growing 
and crowded market but it does have 
enough qualities to produce the sales 
to keep bosses happy as the company 


continues to reinvent itself. It isn’t cheap 
though and some may be put off by the 
price tag. Putting the 250 Sport on test on 
the road will set you back a cool £26,555, 
with £1,000 of that taken up by adding me¬ 
tallic paint and must-have panoramic glass 
roof. 

The 308Gti isn’t perfect but there’s 
enough interest in the brand at the moment 
to suggest sales targets will be achieved 
and probably broken.

This claim is only reinforced with a vir¬ 
tual clean sweep in the end of championships 
awards to the top girl and top boy in each age 
category. 

For the joint 10/11 years age group, Asha 
Turner-Tarr earned 113 points, and Archie 
Neave 118, leaving their nearest rivals 20 
points adrift. 

The 12-year-age group was the only one which 
did not end in a whitewash for the Ellesmere 
College Titans with Harrison Aspinall (102 
points) winning for the boys.

TNS boss Craig Harrison praised a well mar¬ 
shalled display against stubborn opponents, and 
was particularly delighted to keep another clean 
sheet in the league - his team’s fourth in a row and 
16th this season. In 26 games, they have conceded 
just 16 goals. 

“We take pride in keeping clean sheets, which are 
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so important, and 99 per cent of the time, teams 
that win the title are the ones who concede fewest 
goals,” he said 

“We are known for our flair and scoring goals 
which win you games, but it’s clean sheets that win 
you titles. 

“Having watched Llandudno deservedly beat 
Bala the other week, we knew they would be well 
organised, would drop deep and would be a threat 
on the counter. 

“They would look to break quickly and take ad¬ 
vantage of our mistakes, and in the first 20 minutes 
they were a threat, but after that I felt we dealt 
with it well. 

“We pushed them further and further back, and 
when they did regain possession, they were in the 
middle third.” 

The Saints, who have not lost a domestic game 
at home since November 2012, had their chances 
with Aeron Edwards going close in the 17th minute 
when heading just over the bar with keeper Dave 
Roberts beaten.

THE New Saints have the Da- 
fabet Welsh Premier crown 
firmly in their sights when they 
make Saturday’s trip to gap 
Connah’s Quay - the only side 
to defeat the league leaders 
this season.
